It is estimated by those who have 
made the subject a,study that. there are 
forty-six thousand - professional tramps 
in the country, and_it costs the people 
nine million dollars annually to sup- 
port them in idleness. 

Here then is a question which every 
man, woman, and child in this country 
are, or at least, should be interested 
in. It-is a question which concerns 
every one who labors for a livelihood, 
either by brain or muscle, for they 
have tocontribute, directly or indirectly, 
to the maintenance of this army of 
tramps. 

These tramps comprise all grades of 
society, and once forming the habits of 
a regular tramp itis exceedingly hard 
to get back into the ruts of labor. The 
only safe way is.not to get into the 
ranks.

The Review df Reviews for March con- 
tains a description of the electric street 
railways of Budapest* as an object les- 
son for American. cities, especially 
Brooklyn: These Budapest railways 
are worked by an underground, instead 
of an overhead trolley, “and the results 
are described as entirely satisfactory to 
the public, The companies, however, 
have to be content with an eight per 
cent. dividend on a capitalization of 
only $2,000,000. American street rail- 
way financiers wouid never stand that. 
The Review's article is accompanied by 
excellent illustrations showing the con- 
struction of rails and cars. ° Under one 
of the rails is a conduit carrying an in- 
sulated wire which conveys the elec- 
trical power, and a second wire for the 
return current; the connection with 
the motor or secondary dynamo of the 
street car is made through a slot in the 
groove of one of the rails, Thus the 
surface rails can never be dangerously 
charged, while telegraph‘and telephone 
lines suffer nothiig from induction.

Who Pays the Tax? 

Under this heading in our issue of 
two weeks ago, an article was pub- 
lished in which the effort was made to 
show that the center was much more 
than helding its own in paying for local 
improvement. This claim ‘has been 
questioned by one of our readers who 
objects most strenuously to our manner 
of dividing the taxes according to the 
polls registered in each district. 

In this respect our objector is. ar- 
rayed with many others, who in all de- 
bates on taxation have always  con- 
tended that taxes were a benefit to the 
final consumer or participant in their 
fruits. Onthe other hand, the argu- 
ment that every consumer, or in this 
case, participant in the benefit, is a 
payer of his share so far as heis able, 
niust be the only ground for our reason-, 
And it is pretty solid ground, 
too; truly always debatable, but an ac- 
cepted doctrine by a great bulk of our 
American people, and writers onthe 
subject of taxation. 

Our objector, however, states the 
line of argument he thinks -proper in 
‘wonsidering..the, question, “ who pays 
the tax?” and inasmuch as a careful 
analysis of town affairs from that stand- 
point is stil! in favor of the centre, we 
will stop discussing economics and take 
practical figures. : ‘4 

Allowing that $520,000 is the total 
valuation of the outer district in ques- 
tion, we have then one-ninth ‘of the 
whole town valuation represented... It 
is desired that actual expenses shall be 
taken where possible, and otherwise 
the division made on the basis of one- 
ninth, The followingthen is a state- 
ment. of the ‘share to be borne by the 
west district for 1894;

Important Supplementary Recommenda- 
tions, and Information fromthe 
Sewer Commissioners.

To the Citizens of Andover: 

Your Sewer Commissioners’ make the 
following report in addition to that made 
in March, 1894: 

At that time the Commissioners pub- 
lished the Tepurt of the engineers em- 


estimates for the’ whole town. From the 
report which they then made, the Com- 
missioners thought it might be better to 
seek temporary ‘relief by entering the 
Shawsheen River at a point below Frye 
Village, but on a thorough examination 
of the whole subject, including an equit- 
able adjustment af ussessments; they are 
unanimously of the opinion that the Town 
should be prepared to carry the outlet to 
the Merrimack, and in estimating cost, 
increase in taxation jand assessments, 
this outlet has been: figured. That part 
of the town which will.require sewers in 
the next ten or fifteen years lies on the 
east side of the Shawsheen River, and the 
whole of the occupied area of that por- 
. dion of the town has been estimated. 

_ The general laws relating to sewers 
and sewer assessments are very elastic. 
allowing the Town to pay from one-fourth 
to two-thirds of the entire: expense, but 


be derived are largely felt by the abut- 
‘ters on streets in which sewers may be 
laid, the expense should fall dargely on 
them. If the Tuwn provides the outlet 
from Frye Village to the Merrimack it 
will have done its part and the remainder 
of the expense should be borne by the 
abutters. This would mean one-third of 
the entire cost of the contemplated system 
that will be required during the 
next fifteen years; viz., 79742 feet of sew- 
ers at an estimated cost of $166,490. The 
part to be borne by the abutters would 
be 2-3 x $166,490 equals $111,020, which 
divided on a frontage of 95,203 feet equals 
$1.17 per foot front, to be paid by the 
abutters, provided the Town bears one- 
third of the expense.

In the 
matter of assessménts there are several 
ways in which they may be‘adjusted; by 
assessing the frontage per lineal foot 
ged by areas, are the more commow ways, 
ur Commissioners are of the opinion 
that the most equitable way isa combina- 
tion of both of these plans, assessing a 
part as a frontage tax anda part by the 
area contained between the street line 
| and a line parallel to and 120 feet distant 
| from it, no portion of said area to be 
assessed twice. This method leaves no 
room for question‘as fo the proper size of 
corner lots, ete. 

Whatever may be the method of assess- 
ment the burden‘can be lightened by ap- 
portioning the assessment_through a 
series of years, and the Legislature has, 
in case of various towns, allowed appor- 
tionment extending over a period: of -ten 
years, and there is no reason why An- 
dover should not enjoy the same privilege. 
The Commissioners recommend, first, 
that that portion of the system of sewers 
planned by McClintock & Woodfalls, 
lying on the east side of the Shawsheen 
River, together with the outlet to the 
Merrimack River, be adopted by the 
Town, and that the Commissioners be 
instructed to proceed with the construc- 
tion of that portion of the system which 
they deem forthe best interests of the 
Town. 

Second, that the Commissioners be in- 
structed to petition the General Court 
for an act empowering the Town of An- 
dover-toay and maintain an-outlet sewer 
through portions of the Town of North 
Andover and City of Lawrence, author. 
izing the issue of bonds to an amount 
not exceeding $50,000 jn excess of the’ 
debt limit as prescribed by law, and au- 
thorizing the apportionment of sewer 
assessments into ten annual payments. 

That the citizens may fully understand 
the cost of the proposed improvement, a 
few estimates are appended. These esti- 
mates are ample and are made for sewers 
of a capacity for a population of 15,000.

Lessons for the Training of Young 


Women as Attendants. 


Arrangements have been made by the 
Society for Organized. Charity, whereby 
a course of about twenty-five lessons is 
to be given here in Andover; in May, by 
Mrs, D. .H. Kinney of Boston, for the 
training of attendants. Mrs. Kinney 
gives these lessons in Boston during the 
winter season under the auspices of the 
Massachusetts Emergency and Hygiene 
Association, the idea’ being to give a 
training to young women which shall 
enable those who take the full number 
of lessons and pass the examination to 
act as nurses in any ordinary case of 
sickness. 

The success of these lessons has been 
very marked, the graduating pupils be- 
ing employed very largely byfthe Boston 
physicians, and it is believed that several 
will find employment in this line here in 
Andover and in the neighboring towns, 
as they are able in many cases to do just 
as effectual work as a trained nurse. The 
lessons will probably begin May 1st and 
and continue every week day during the 
month, either in the afternoon or even- 
ing as seems most convenient for the 
pupils. Those who complete the course 
and pass the examination will receive a 
certificate or diploma, signed by Dr. 
Cheever; President of the Massachusetts 
Emergency and Hygieue Association, 
and will be called “attendants, ” in dis- 
tinction from “trained nurses.’ 

Tuition for the course will be $10, pro- 
vided ten pupils are found, as Mrs. Kin- 
ney’s charges are $100. If the number 


of pupils is more or ‘less the expense will | 


be divided equally among them,.and it is 
confidently. expected that at least ten 
will avail themselves.of this opportunity 
to prepare themselves for a work which 
will yield them a good return. This 
tuition fee of $10 is exactly the same as 
is charged in Boston, and by having the 
lessor s given here the cost of car fare to 
the city is saved, and it is probable-that 
arrangements can be made whereby the 
Society will advance the money if neces- 
sary, the amount to be repaid by the 
pupil as may be arranged.

It is said to have the power of con- 
ferring a dual personality upon those 
who take it.

particularly agreeable, though for some’ 


reason or other is evidently popular.

monest effects of the drug; but it affects 
different people in different ways, and 
80 some get no further than a bad head- 
ache. 

It has been used by magicians ever 
since the middleages. I remember dur- 
ing the esoteric Buddhism craze some 
years ago a friend of mine who was 


‘bitten by it got hold of some hasheesh 


and ate it, in the expectation of being 
able to project bis soul across (he gar- 
den. The hashecsh was badly mixed, and 
a heavy dose of it had no ‘effect what- 
ever. 

He found that his soul persisted in 
remaining where it was. So he grew 
bold gnd helped himself to another 
lump, in which all the strength of the 
hemp happened to beconcentrated. The 


result was that two doctors had to walk. 


him up and down the garden all night 
to prevent his falling into a. sleep that 
would know no waking. 

Though its use is forbidden in Con- 
stantinople, hasheesh is said to be exten- 
sively smoked there, especially among 
the Persians. I told my guide that. I 
must see this sight, and after a great 
deal of trouble I managec to get taken 
to areal hasheesh den. It was a fairly 
large square room, with a divan run- 
ning all around it. The walls were 
whitewashed, and the carpets on the 
floor were cheap and shabby. One com- 
mon oil lamp hung from the ceiling, 
with a big green shade. The center of 
the room was empty, and there were no 
tables or looking glasses iy it. Two 
men were squatting | Turkish fashion on 
the divan, -{ 

For a long time they senniod to be in 
a kind of trance, slabbering at the cor- 
ners of their lips and muttering like 
madmen. After a short time one of 
them became livelier and more excited. 
He burst into a wild laugh which shook 
his whole body. He placed his hand to 
his nose, and beginning to stroke it at 
the top passed his hand down into the 
air as if his nose had reached an inordi- 
nate length. 

An attendant passed by with a coffee 
cup, and the smoker made a wild effort 
to turn aside his head, angrily telling 
the attendant to be off, as he was tread- 
ing on his: nose. Then came another 
wild burst of laughter, and the fit was

ture life. 

He soon exclaimed that he was feel- 
ing very cold, then that he was going 
to dié. He grew very pale, his feet bé- 
came numb, and the cold began to get 
complete possession of him. His sense 
of hearing became indistinct, Evéry- 
thing seemed to grow dark around bim, 
and he called for light. Then.Le stretched 
out his Jimbs and remained fixed’ and 
immovable. A cold thick sweat was all 
over him, and the yee: of death was 
on his face, 

Then the BS thought it was 
time to come to the rescue, and he rub- 


bed his face and nostrils with lemon * 


juice and made him sit up. The man 
presently opened his eyes and absently 
sipped a cup of coffee that was brought 
to him.

OUR FLAG SHOT AT. 


American Ship Outrageously 
Insulted by Spaniards. 


An Unsuccessful Attempt to Catch the 
Yankee—Captain of the Allianca Lays 
the Case Before the State Department, 


New York, March 13.—Captain Cross- 
gman of the Colombian line steamer Al- 
lianca, which arrived at-quarantine yes- 
terday noon, reports thaton March 8, at 
about 7:30 o'clock in the morning, when 
the steamer was off the east end of the 
island of Cuba, a brigantine rigged man- 
of-war flying the Spanish flag was passed 
gteering in the same diregtion at a dis- 
tance ofjabout a mile and a half, 

‘he Allianca dipped her colors in salute 
nd the courtesy was acknowledged and 
réviprocated by the Spaniard, A few min- 
ates later a puff of smvke appeared from 
the man-of-war’s bow and a report fol- 


‘lowed. 


This was followed a. few minutes later 
by another blunk cartridge. Captain 
Crossinan did not pay any attention to 
the shooting, but continued on his course 
north ward, . 

The man‘of-war then altered its course 
to follow the Allianca, and almost at once 
another gun was fired and a solid shot 
came bounding toward the Américan 
steamer, wissing her narrowly. Two 
other balls were fired, but both went wide. 

The Spaniard fast dropped astern, and 
after a chase of about 26 miles altered her 
‘ooursé and hended- back, Captain Cross- 
man can advance no theory to account for 
the outrageous conduct of the Spaniard. 

. The Allianca has been running between 
this port and Colon for a numberof years, 
making one trip each month. She leaves 
here on the 20th of each month and starts 
on her return trip on the bth of the follow- 
ing month. She carries the United States 
mail and has passenger accommodations 
for 150 cabin passengers, Including the 
officers she carries a crew of 60 men. 

Captain Crossman Enters Complaint. 


Captain Crossman has sent the follow: 
ing letter to the secretary of state at 
Washington: 

New Yor«, March 12. 
To Hon. Walter Q. Greshum, 
Secretary of State, Washington, 

Srr—The American mail steamer “Allianca, 
ander my command, while on her homeward 
bound voyage from Colon, R, C., to New York, 
was on the morning of March 8, off the coast of 
Cuba. At 6:30 o'clock, a barkentine rigged 
steamer was sighted under the land, steaming 
directly for us. At 7:15 she set her colors, 
proving to be a Spanish gunboat. - is 

Iminediately ordered the American ensign 
hoisted on the Allianca and saluted the Span- 


“dard, which salute was duly returned by her. 


Ithen saluted once more and supposed the 
matter was at an end. 

But about five ‘minutes later the Spaniard 
fired a blank cartridge, and a few moments 
later another one, followed shortly afterward 
by three solid shots, all of which fell short of 
the Allianca, but showing very conclusively 
that the Spaniard was firing at us. I being 
fully six miles off shore and on the high seas, 
I paid no further attention to the Spaniard, 
but kept my course. The Spaniard kept up 
the chase, although gradually dropping astern, 
for fully 25 miles. 

I desire to kn »w if the Spaniard had any right 
to fire on my -h.p, with the possible chance of 
endanger.ig ive lives of the passengers and 
@rew under my charge, or to compel me to 
heave tu, as he provavly intended. 

I respectfully asx for information on-that 
subjec., us 1 did not and donot propose to 
heave to, thereb, losing time on my voyage, to 
oblige the Spauish gutvoats, er any other, ex- 
eopt in case of U.stress. ,
